“The Awakening” To Be 
Presented in Connection 
With Style Show 


CHICAGO, April 13.—Preparations ar* 
under way for the production at Chi- 
cago’s Soldier Field Stadium, Grant Park 
of a superspectacle to be staged in con- 
nection with the first annual furniture 
style show. which will be held for thre: 
weeks during July. it was announced 
today by Charles H. Duffield. 


The association and allied interest: 
back of the show, have after weeks of 
negotiations awarded a contract aggre- 


gating $150,000 to the Thearle-Duffield 
Fireworks Company to produce and stage 
the spectacle, which is being provided to 
entertain the hundreds of thousands of 
visitors who it is expected will be at- 
tracted to Chicago for the show. 

The furniture style show proper will 
occupy the exhibition halls within the 
stadium. The spectacle will be staged in 
the field. The south end or horseshoe 
portion of the great stadium will be 
utilized, and that portion blocked off 
will have a seating capacity of approxi- 
mately 40,000. A great stage with main- 
moth jeweled towers on either side will 
occupy the entire width of the field, 
about 300 feet. The proscenium opening 
of the stage will be about 110 feet. Com- 
plete details of the spectacle program ars 
not disclosed at this time, but a brief 
synopsis indicates something new, novel 
and modern in outdoor presentation. 

The title selected for the spectacle is 
The Awakening. The general theme runs 
thru the ages, with episodes depicting 
scenes from the Roman period to the 
present time, closing with a tremendous 
surprise modernistic feature, followed by 
a marvelous aerial fireworks demonstra- 
tion. The whole plan of presentation is 
to be very much different from the usual 
pyrotechnic spectacle and so-called cir- 
cus features are practically eliminated. 

Hundreds of performers are to appear 
in the production. There will be a 60- 
piece orchestra. The entire supervision 
will be under the direct supervision of 
Chas. H. and F. P. Duffield, supported by 
a strong, experienced technical staff in 
all departments. 

This ‘s one of the largest undertakings 


of its kind ever attempted by national 
manufacturers whereby the show world 
is tied into helping put over a great 
sales campaign. In addition to the con- 
tract with the fireworks company 
for the spectacle prope: the furni- 
ture manufacturers have further cone 
tracted for 1.200 24-sheet boards, 400 
of them to be in Chicago. It is an- 


nounced that over $30,000 will be spent 
with the press, a tremendous radio pro- 
gram has been planned, and it is officially 
stated that President Hoover will officiate 
at the opening of the show by delivering 
a five-minute address over a 60-station 
hookup, from the White House. 

The or district in which a cone- 
certed drive is to be made in connection 
with furniture style show spectacle, 
The Awakening, embraces in its entirety 
the territory within a radius of 250 mileg 
of Chicago, with a population of about 
10,000,000 It will be divided into 21

NEW YORK, April 15.—Europe does 
not afford favorable prospects for Ameri- 
can bands and dance orchestras, accord- 
ing to W. H. Stein, vice-president and 
treasurer of the Music Corporation of 
America. Stein, accompanied by Kar! 
Kramer, who is in charge of M. C. A.’s 
novelty and publicity department, re- 
cently returned from a three months’ 
survey of musical conditions in Europe. 
He, however, procured a number of en- 
gagements for his firm’s bands, and also 
brought back several novelty ideas which 
he believes suitable for Americans. 

In Stein’s extensive tour, covering 
many cities, he found that in practically 
every instance the people appreciated 
American bands, but that considerable 
trouble was experienced with Govern- 
mental regulations, and that the salaries 
ofiered were absolutely ridiculous As 
to conditions in England, his statement, 
“Things are pretty tough,” gives a brief 
but thoro idea of that country’s oppor- 
tunity for our bands. The Labor Party 
makes it seemingly impossible for im- 
ported bands to appear there, and 
then, too, salaries are far too small. 

To Stein’s way of thinking, no Ameri- 
can band should travel to Europe with 
the express idea of earning considerable 
money.

Certainly there is a warm glow of 
sincerity surrounding this production of 
Chekov's The Sea Gull, which ts offered 
by Leo Bulgakov and a company of co- 
operative Players for a series of special 
matinees. Too, there is a moving in- 
te icence about this economical Ameri- 
can presentation of the play that laid 
the basis for the success of the Moscow 
frt Theater. These things are true and 
yet there is a weakness about the pro- 
duction that this reviewer, for one, can- 
not condone. 

We submit that this is a truly great 
play, one of deep feelings and ever- 
changing lights and shadows. Here is a 
drama of life, not in its crass, brassy 
exterior, but rather of the soul of life, 
handled with all the genius at the com- 
mand of the great Russian author. 
These facts could not be missed were the 
play given the weakest of productions, 
which this one 1s not. Neither could 
they be missed by anyone who has read 
the play and is acquainted in general 
with the introspective nature of the 
theme and what conclusion the author 
is driving at. This is very nearly an 
actor-tight play and its deep significance 
can partly be grasped, however clumsy 
the presentation, by those who have 


tel 


been fortunate enough to have had pre- 
vious acquaintance with it. 
But what of those who are seeing The 


ll for the first time and who have 
had no experience either with the play 
itself or with Chekov? Were they to have 
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seen this play at the first of these 
matinees we feel certain they would have 
left, their minds in a muddle and with 
but little grasp of what it was all about 
Certainly it is not the fault of the play. 
Nor is it due to any lack of ability of 
the part of the excellent cast that plays 
it. It comes, however, from minor 
technical defects that can be Casily 
remedied. + 

The audience is not supposed to have 
had previous acquaintanceship with a 
play and it can grasp the significance 
of the theme only as it is interpreted to 
them thru the mouths and motions of 
the actors. For one thing, a large per- 
centage of the lines in this current pro- 
duction are inaudible beyond the first 
10 rows of the lower floor. What about 
the balance of the house? It is a weak- 
ness of Leo Bulgakov'’s otherwise ex- 
cel’ent direction that the players have 
been too suppressed in the delivery of 
their lines. 

As has been said before, the playing is 
generally excellent. Barbara Bulgakov 
rives a subtle and deft performance as 
the unhappy Nina. Her gestures are 
delicately wrought and she conveys in- 
telligent significance to the varying 
moods by her’ we'l-modulated voice. 
However, there is a grave weakness in 
Miss Bulgakov's performance. No one 
can deny her qualifications as a fine 
actress, but she is seriously hampered by 
not yet having mastered the speaking of 
the English language. She is a Russian, 
trained like her husband in the Moscow 
Art Theater. The technical perfection 
she has attained thru her association 
with that company is unmistakable, but 
her work in the American theater is cer- 
tain to be hampered until she can 
master the tongue. Since this is Chekov 
in English, with all the other players 
well versed in the American stage, and 
since Miss Bulgakov’s role carries many 
of the lines conveying the thought and 
the motive that underlie The Sea Gull, 
that play cannot be said to carry fts 
full effectiveness to a New York au- 
dience when a major role cannot be 
understood. Nina's speech in the last 
act is one of the highlights of the play 
and carries the crux of the theme. This 
reviewer could catch but vague snatches 
of what was being said. 

Walter Abel is excellent 


as Trigorin 


and his handling of that difficult mono- 
log at the end of the second act is the 
best scene in this production. Dorothy 
Sands is fine as the conceited, over- 
bearing and temperamental Irina and 
Louis Leverett makes a convincing 
Treplev.

Altho Jonesy is billed as a comedy, !t 
is really a farce and it is a singularly 
g0od one at that. According to the pro- 
gram, it is based on a series of short 
stories written by Toohey, and evidently 
every amusing situation—and every com- 
plication of the various plots, for that 
matter—has been carefully clipped for 
inclusion in the play. The resulting 
spectacle of the hilarious sufferings of 
the Jones family makes an evening's 
good entertainment. 

The Joneses are an average American 
family living in an average American 
city and beset by the average minor ca- 
lamities of American home life. Wilbur 
Jones, the son of the family, returns 
from college and immediately starts the 
ball rolling by favoring Miss Diana 
Devereaux, embryo Duse of the local 
stock company, with his attentions, and 
the family takes immediate and drastic 
steps to guide him back to the straight 
and narrow. Once the ball is rolling, it

gathers speed and size, picking up every 
imaginable object in its path, including 


the Joneses, Miss Devereaux, the local 
business magnate, and assorted guests 
and neighbors, to take them for a wild 


ride thru the three acts, finally to fall 
apart at the last curtain and leave them 
uninjured and slightly better off than 


in the beginning. 
Only a few of the complications can 
be detailed here. The most important 


development in the situation is the dis- 
covery that Diana Devereaux is a niece 
of Stanley Jackson, who is in a position 
to give Mr. Jones a well-paid position 
in the large corporation which he heads. 
Things are just beginning to be 
smoothed out when Mr. Jones is ar- 
rested. Wilbur, it seems, has sold the 
family car to a certain Mr. Silverberg, 
but has neglected to tell his father about 
it, and the latter is arrested for trying 


fo take it away from Mr. Silverberg by 
sheer brute strength Miss Devereaux 
is also arrested, or nearly arrested, for 


appearing in an indecent play; but due 
to Wilbur's influence on the police chief, 
both of the culprits escape paying the 
penalty. 

Altho the action lags a little, and the 
humor grows 4 shade thin at times, the 
play for the greater part moves at a swift 
pace and provides a full quota of laughs. 

Donald Meek could not be better cast 
than in the role of Mr. Jones; he plays 
the part faultlessly, down to the slight- 
est gesture, and if there were nothing 
else to the play it would be worth going 
to see just to watch him. Spring Bying- 
ton plays the misuncerstood and misun- 
derstanding Mrs. Jones, with a fine re- 
gard for the comedy values of the part, 
and Raymond Guion is altogether capa- 
ble as the troublesome heir. 

Eloise Keeler and Nydia Westman both 
give faithful characterizations, the for- 
mer as the level-headed daughter of the 
Joneses, and the latter as the precocious 
girl from next door. Jack Mead adds to 
the general merriment by his playing of 
Billy Morgan, the long-suffering guest, 
and Percy Moore is sufficiently imposing 
as Stanley Jackson. Helen Brooks gives a 
good performance as Diana Devereaux 

Kate Mayhew, Edward Racey, Selden 
Bennett and Robert. Crozier uphold the 
general tone of the acting by their por- 
trayal of the minor roles. 

In short, Jonesy is a soundly amusing 
little farce, and even if it doesn’t have @ 
very long run on Broadway, it is certain 
to have a long, prosperous life among 
the stock companies.

Raymond A. Jones and Harry Mer- 
vis were excellent in minor roles. 


The Shadow of a Gunman does not 
measure up to O'’Casey’s Juno and the 
Paycock, but it is an interesting play 
with characters that live and a superb 
blending of comedy and tragedy. It tells 
a story of political intrigue in Ireland 
in which a peddler, a poet-dreamer and 
the poet’s sweetheart, played by Whit- 
ford Kane, Friendly Leon Ford and 
Katherine Krug, respectively, carry most 
of the action. Kane gives a superb 
rendition of the peddler role. Katherine 
Krug makes a convincingly brave and 
fiery young rebel who is shot when she 
attempts to escape. Mary Doyle and Art 
Smith have important roles which they 
handle well, and lesser roles are filled 
satisfactorily by Bernard Ostertag, Harry 
Mervis, George Storm, Russell Spindler, 
Harold Murray and Don Ament.

NEW YORK, April 15.—Agents who lay 
down on their jobs will suffer pro rata 
This is the summation of a new inter- 
office policy reported to be under con- 
templation by George A. Godfrey, RKO's 
booking chief, and his lieutenants. From 
an authentic source it is learned that 
within several weeks potential RKO acts 
will be informed, perhaps in an unosten- 
tatious way, that they are welcome to 
do business direct with the big time 
provided they have given their agents 
sufficient opportunity to get action. 

There has been no definite ruling or 
policy formulation on the subject, but 
in the last several weeks it has come to 
the notice of booking executives that 
acts credited to franchised agents are 
paying frequent visits to the booking 
floor. In several instances when acts 
were needed badly for spots on last- 
minute notice they were picked up and 
booked from the reception room. Inves- 
tigation disclosed that among these acts 
was material that RKO needs badly but 
has not had the opportunity to buy 
because agents were lax in calling the 
attention of bookers to them. 

RKO feels that agents should be paid 
commissions only for material which 
they have plugged. The mere recogni- 
tion of an agent as an act’s representa-

Roy Rocers, singling it now and doing 
a corking job of it, was caught by The 
Billboard back in 1923 He was then 
working with two girls. billed as Roger 
Roy and Rogers. It was with something

in the turn above mediocrity with the

They spotted Roger in the deuce

April 15—Two reports— 
one that the proposed United Artists 
Consolidated Corporation, with Warner 
Brothers owning a 50 per cent interest, 
would probably merge with Paramount, 
and another that United Artists, if the 
Warner deal doesn't go thru, may tie up 
with Paramount anyhow—are discounted 
on the basis of inside information that 
Paramount still is contented to remain 
as it is. 

It might be more amenable to a com- 
bine with U. A. as it now stands than 
to a combine with the proposed United 
Artists-Warner group, but so far as can 
be learned there is no present thought 
of hooking Paramount up with either. 

The possibility of such mergers are 
Officially laughed down. It is regarded 
as more than improbable that Para- 
mount wants to be placed in the same 
bed with Warners because of the wide 
difference in the two companies. 

Paramount is good for millions in 
Wall Street on the strength of its se- 
curity and prestige. It is good for more 
money than any other company in the 
amusement industry, including Radio- 
Keith-Orpheum, whose stock has fallen 
and whose first report from November, 
when it was organized, to December, 
1928, inclusive. showed a loss. 

Insiders point to the improbalility of 
a tieup with RKO or other companies 
because of the present high value of 
Paramount stock and the very satisfac- 
tory increases in net profits that are 
being shown. 

Existence of a 10-year booking agree- 
ment between United Artists and Para- 
mount, with M-G-M also in, is discred- 
ited, it being pointed out that most 
likely the three companies at that time 
entered into a gentlemen’s agreement 
affecting certain cities so far as U. A. 
product was concerned. United Artists 
and Publix were also associated in the 
ownership and operation of theaters and 
still are, but this is beside the point in 
consideration of possibilities of a physi- 
cal tieup between U. A. and Paramount.

In some cases the pic- 
tures have been produced by the sound- 
on-film system and transferred to discs 
for release. This is true of Broadway 
Melody and others. 

About 75 per cent of the feature 
sound trailers are also on the disc, and 


all the Ha’ Roach sound comedies are 
made by this process. 

In the Metro-Movietone acts branch 
tne sound-on-film system has been given 
the preference. Between the first and 
second series, totaling 52 acts, 33 have 
been made on the film and 19 on the 
disc 


Fox, father of Movietone (sound-on- 
film system), will make all of its pic- 
tures under this process, and with M- 
G-M now available thru purchase for the 
further plugging of Movietone, it is ex- 
pected this method will be used more 
widely than discs. 

Paramount and Universal recently an- 
nounced their intention of using the 
sound-on-film method only.

Wild Party, this week: The Letter, 
April 13; Close Harmony, April 20; Hole 
in the Wall, April 27; Gentlemen of the 
Press, May 4; Betrayal, May 11: The 
Woman Who Needed Killing, May 18; 
Innocents of Paris, May 25; The Man I 
Love, May 25; Studio Murder Mystery, 
June 1; Stairs of Sand, June 8; Thun- 
derbolt, June 15; Wheel of Life, June 22; 
Magnolia (tentative title), June 29; Di- 
vorce Made Easy, July 6; Dangerous 
Curves, July 13, and Grounds for Di- 
vorce, July 20. 

The Retrayal, last Emil Jannings pic- 
ture, and Stairs of Sand, a Zane Grey 
Western, are the lone silents in this 
schedule. 

When August 1 arrives, exhibitors will 
begin to receive product on the 1929-’30 
program of Paramount, which, according 
to the present outlook, will be practical- 
ly 100 per cent dialog pictures. Para- 
mount is reported already having a good 
start on next season’s product, having 
purchased stories, signed stars and made 
other preparations so that the company 
will be in a position to deliver at least 
a feature a week from the very begin- 
ning of the new season. 

Paramount’s annual convention will 
be split into an Eastern meeting, to be 
held in Atlantic City, and a Western 
meeting, to be held in either St. Louis 
or Kansas City. 

Paramount has always offered 75 pic- 
tures on an average to the exhibitor 
every season and will keep to this figure 
as a basis for plans, it is understood. 
Its season has always started August 1 
and this date, also, will not be changed 
thru the advent of talkies. 

Paramount was in a serious hole last 
fall when it had no talkies at all and 
other companies, especially Warner Bros., 
were far in the lead eating up the book- 
ings on the novelty of the innovation of 
sound, but now the trade freely admits 
Paramount is on top as it was in the 
silent era.

Mocerately amusing, but for the most 
part so ridiculous in story that one gives 
it the ha-ha. Were it known at the be- 
ginning that the action is intended to 
be unreal, as it is discovered later, an 
audience would not attempt to take it 
seriously.

Pardon the pun, but Alibi needs no 
alibis. It is 100 per cent perfect in 
dramatic construction, as perfect in 
dialog and sound effect recording, is 
unbeatable as melodramatic entertain- 
ment and has been favored by fine 
direction and sterling acting. 

Without doubt it is the best picture 
Roland West ever made, and those who 
saw it as well as the play, Nightstick, 
on which it is based, claim the picture 
to be far better entertainment than the 
play. This quite logically is due to the 
expert direction of West and the care 
with which he sought his cast. 

Chester Morris, in the role of the gun- 
man who could not reform, is nothing 
short of a revelation.

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“The Witch Lady” 
(SWEDISH BIOGRAPH) 
At the Fifth Ave. Playhouse 

From the critical standpoint The Witch 
Lady, another of those foreign importa- 
tions, can be epitomized in one word— 
atrocious 

There is nothing to recommend it as 
a screen production with its shoddy 
acting and extraordinarily poor pho- 
tography. Carl Dreyer, who directed it, 
has done much better work than this 
nightmare that holds the screen for the 
pest part of an hour. 

After watching his direction of The 
Passion of Joan of Arc, it hardly seems 
possible that the same genius that made 
the latter possible could in any way 
be responsible for this waste of negative 

The principals are on a par with the 
poor story, photography and directions. 
The “witch lady", played by Hildur Carl- 
berg, is even too farcical for a two- 
reel comedy, while Einar Rod and Greta 
Almroth, who take care of the love inter- 
est, display no justifiable reason for be- 
ing classified in the category of screen 
players. Both are impossible. 

' Miss Almroth is particularly disap- 
pointing. She does not even boast pass- 
ing good looks, which might have for- 
riven in part the amateurish perform- 
ance she turns in. Her emotional efforts 
are humorous and her expressions vapid. 

The story has to do with a preacher 
in Norway, who marries the widow of 
his predecessor, an ancient dame known 
as the “witch lady”, in order to get a 
yarish.

“The Charlatan”’ 
(UNIVERSAL)

Altho not an outstanding picture, 
The Charlatan fills the bill insofar as 
everyday entertainment is concerned.

Philo McCullough is rather good as 
the wife's intended third venture. She 
Was planning to elope with him just 
before her murder. 

The rest of the cast is adequate, with 
George Melfor’s direction of the picture 
ell handled.

Villain tiring of his new acquisition, 
She leaves him and from exposure in 
a rainstorm becomes ill and dies with 
her artist husband at her bedside Fur- 
ther tragedy is brought out with the 
husband murdering the villain at the 
time when he effects a reconciliation 
with the actress. The story of Appa- 
sionata is at all times logical, a point 
greatly in its favor. 

The cast is headed by Renee Heribel 
(heroine), Leon Mathot (hero), Fernand 
Fabre (villain) and Ruth Weyher (ac- 
tress). All play their parts acceptably 
and more in the American manner, with 
less overacting, than the average for- 
eigner. Mathot is an excellent type as 
the artist and Miss Heribel makes a 
vivid impression as his wife. The latter 
makes her American debut in this pice 
ture and should prove very popular with 
our fans.

Guilty is the verdict of the jury, but an 
unsuspected woman confesses to the 
murder and the usual happy ending ob- 
tains. 

The scenes picturing the prosecution's 
contentions are perhaps the most grip- 
ping, and alone are worth the admission. 
There is a large cast in Thru Different 
Eyes, but Stepin Fetchit, who is among 
them, is seen only in a small bit. The 
picture has very little comedy relief, but 
does not need it, the story carrying itself 
with surety without it. 

John Blystone directed this picture 
and has turned out a potential money- 
maker that is good entertainment and 
should have popular appeal. R. C.

New York Recitals 


Otto N. Peterson’s second Mimus Eve- 
ning, presenting Ronny Johansson, Deane 
Crocket, Anita Zahn, Katya Sergieva and 
the Marsh and Strauss groups, took place 
Sunday evening, April 7, at the Martin 
Beck Theater. As in his first evening, 
the performance comprised a most in- 
teresting talk on the development of the 
dance, showing in this instance its vari- 
ous stages thru the 19th century to the 
present day. 

The program opened with The Invita- 
tion to the Dance and a Minuet, by 
Ronny Johansson, Deane Crocket and 
Frances Farnsworth, followed by an ex- 
position of the classical ballet, and a 
group of folk dances of various countries, 
illustrated by the Swedish Folk Dance 
Society. 

Mr. Peterson s resume of the art of the 
dance has come at a time when it can 
best serve a public clamoring for en- 
lightenment on the subject. It will help 
to heighten a growing interest in the 
dance. His talks given just before the 
rendition of the numbers were brief, clear 
and pithy. The program profited much 
from the experience gained trom the pre- 
vious evening, and the subject, The 
Dance of the 19th Century and Today, 
offered a greater variety of treatment. 
The audience was more responsive. 

Part Two of the program opened with 
the influence of Isadora Duncan’s reforms, 
and were well presented by Anita Zahn 
and her girls from the Elizabeth Duncan 
School. More modern dance forms, such 
as syncopated rhythms and jazz, were 
given by the S. Mildred Strauss dance 
group. 

The entire series of numbers showed 
much study and foresight as to presen- 
tation, and Professor Peterson is to be 
congratulated on the success of his en- 
terprise. It was a very worthy exposi- 
tion. J. B. 

A dance recital was given Sunday 
afternoon, April 7, at the Guild Thea- 
ter, by Tamiris, a young dancer who has 
appeared here in recital before. Miss 
Tamiris essayed the new and the modern, 
and, judged from a purely “ballet” base, 
her work was interesting and very much 
alive 

As an interpretative or creative dancer 
in the field of art, she showed very poor 
movement, which was chiefly charac. 
trrized by stiffness, awkwardness and 
monotony. There was a startling lack of 
balance and design in her composition, 
which betrayed a misunderstanding as 
to what presentation meant in art forms. 

Several of her numbers were highly in- 
dulged. Particularly one, called Serenades 


Nos. 1 and 2, to the music of George 
Antheil They seemed to be remotely 
removed from American life, and more 


closely resembled an inchoate barbarism 
A Revolutionary March had the vigor 
and enthusiasm of a young radical, but 


several other numbers, among them The 
Dance of the City, were vague, confused 
and altogether badly conceived and bad- 
ly put together. 

A group of Negro Spirituals was ad- 
mirably done. however, and was the 
finest offering made by this young dancer 
There cen be no doubt that Tamiris hus 
talent, initiative and much artistry, but 
untess her work takes on a more formatic 
and fluid character she will not go very 
far in her chosen field. Since her last 
appearance here she has not markedly 
improved in these respects. She relies 
almost entirely upon favorite postures 
and movements, and lacks resourceful- 
ness in her technique. y. F. 

Fania Bossak, mezzo-soprano, was 
heard by a small audience in Town 
Hali, Monday evening, April 8. Ill aad- 
vised was this singer in making an ap- 
pearance at this time, the faults were 
many—unevenness, faulty tone produc- 
tion, lack of tone color, and at its best 
the high notes were thin. The ony 
commendable trait was that the singer 
interpreted each song with sympathy and 
artistry. Giuseppe Bamboschek afforded 
much aid at the piano. 

George Rasely, tenor, winner of the 
Naumberg Musical Foundation Prize, gave 
his recital in Town Hall, Tuesday eve- 
ning, April 9, altho greatly handicapped 
by a severe cold. It took great courage 
to go on with the recital—the first and 
only cne allowed to a Naumberg winner— 
but even the MNoarseness interferod 
greatly, his volce proved to be of a be«u- 
tiful quality. Rarely, however, in this 
sesson or previously nav2 we heard as 
exccllent interpretatilons-—the Eng!ish 
songs were charmingly sung, and equally 
delightful was che French group. Then 
followed a Brahms group, sung with the 
insight of a true artist. Encores could 
have been given, but Mr. Rasely wisely 
refrained, and it is to be hoped he will 
be heard again, if not this season, then 
next year. Alfred Boyd was a most 
capable pianist.

PRESENT “THE VEGETABLE” 

To begin, we can’t say much for the 
Play. We feel that F. Scott Fitzgerald 
when he wrote, was making a sore at- 
tempt to uphold his reputation as a sa- 
tirist, and he was neither clever nor 
satirical in doing it. The Vegetable, or 
From President to Postman, presented 


by the Lenox Hill Players at the Cherry 
Lane Theater, New York City, April 10, 
concerns an average man with an am- 
bitious and nagging wife. As the story 
goes, it develops that the man, Jerry 
Frost, too has ambitions. At one time 
he wanted to be a postman, and at an- 
other time he desired very much to be 
president of the United States. Enter 
a bootlegger whose poisonous potions 
caiise Jerry to disappear from his home 
and the stage set to change. We are 
then transported with the actors to a 
modernistic White House setting and we 
see Jerry Frost as a miserable, miscast, 
naive president of our country. As his 
term goes along he realizes poignantly 
that he doesn’t want to be president at 
all, but that his true calling is that of 
a postman. The third act takes us back 
to the Frost home. A detective has been 
hired to locate the missing Jerry and fi- 
nally the audience and his wife dis- 
cover him as the postman on the route— 
the best postman that ever was. Jerome 
Seplow played the role of Jerry sym- 
pathetically, if not a bit detachedly. 
Special mention should be made of the 
characterization of Dada by Louis John 
Latzer. and of Doris, the sophisticated 
flapper sister of Jerry’s wife, by Fanny 
Shack; Eve Saxen, as Charlotte, the 
harassed wife, gave a realistic but a bit 
too tense interpretation of the role. 
Others in the cast were Mitchell Padraic 
Marcus, as Snooks, the bootlegger; Har- 
old Smith, as Mr. Jones; Herman Bandes, 
as General Pushing: Harry Jay Marks 
as Mr. Fish: Martin K. Altman, as Judge 
Fossile. Harry Marks, David Kerman and 
Harold Smith were senators; Syd Bren- 
ner, Lilya Slotnikov and Mildred P. Sep- 
low constituted the chorus. The play 
was directed by Lee Strasberg, settings 
and lighting designed by Walter Walden 
and costumes by Henrietta Moss. The 
play is the third in the season’s sub- 
scription series. There is to be one other 
production this year. The choice as yet 
not having been determined.

CHARLOTTE, N. C.—Black clouds are 
hanging over Charlotte's half-finished 
convention-armory hall, with no plan in 
sight to raise money to finance comple- 
tion of the structure. Work on the 
building was halted about two hours 
after the election on the proposed $200.- 
000 armory bond issue when a count 
showed that the voters had defeated the 
issue. The contractors stated that they 
could not afford to continue work un- 
less they could be guaranteed the full 
amount of their $170,999 contract, as 
they had already spent $130,000 on the 
structure. The board only has a $115,000 
surplus fund that can be used to finance 
the armory. Efforts are being made, it 
is understood, to devise a plan by which 
the construction work can proceed 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J.—Very unusual 
construction difficulties have been over- 
come in the erection of the huge new 
municipal auditorium here, which will 
cover seven acres of space and seat some 
70,000 people at one time. The site is 
located on the beach, where very fine 
sand prevails, with a constant water 
stream four feet below the surface. At 
high tide surf reaches the foundations 
to seaward at times. Special foundations 
augmented by 12,000 special pine piles, 
were used. The piles alone said to 
be capable of carrying the weight of the 
massive building should near-by excava- 
tions at some future date cause a shift- 
ing of the supporting sands. Piling is 
permanent, complete and constant sub- 
mergence in the sunsurface water. The 
auditorium will cost $15,900.000 and will 
be completed early in the spring.

case in achieving clothes which look so 
well in themselves, blend so pleasantly 
with the surroundings and manage to 
become a group of girls, including so 
wide a range of types. 

Each one of these considerations must 
be taken up individually and yet in the 
back of the designer's mind they cannot 
entirely be disassociated from each 
other An explanation of the method 
employed by at least one noted designer 
is offered by Charles LeMaire, who,has 
been dressing a preponderance of Broad- 
way’s lavish musical productions. From 
his many years’ experience LeMaire has 
the following to say: 

“Considering the vast differences in 
the figures, faces, coloring and general 
type of the girls who must be dressed 
individually or uniformly, the task in- 
volved can readily be imagined. In 
creating a group of modern evening 
gowns for an ensemble, that must be 
Original, individual and, of course, the 
last word in fashion, great caution and 
pains must be taken to blend the colors 
harmoniously and at the same time 
strict attention must be paid to the 
problems of each indtvidual dancer. 

“I generally start to work by mixing 
together a boxful of silks of all colors. 
Then by a process of elimination I sift 
them down to the color scheme for the 


ensemble. First, I choose the strong 
blending colors which serve as the 
foundation or the beginning of each 
costume; then I combine these with 


contrasting shades in lighter tones. In 
this way, I complete each individual col- 
or scheme and at the same time work 
out the general effect 


“The next step is making the sketches, 
in which I try always to express the 
personality of the individual. To these 
sketches I pin my bits of silk and color 
my costumes accordingly. 

“Altho dressing the featured 
quite a task, it is, I think, far 
ficult to dress the ensemble 
single style of costume will 
not suit every member of a 
16 to 30 girls of different sizes and 
colorings. Here a happy medium 
should be struck. Dresses must be de- 
vised on such lines that can be modi- 
fied slightly to the varying figures of 
the different girls and still create an 
impression across the footlights of ab- 
solute uniformity And when the cos- 
tume requires a hat, a style must be 
found that can be tilted or adapted in 
some way to the contour of each head 
and face.” 

Many charming and effective sketches 
have been discarded during the process 
of creating costumes because they would 
not lend themselves to all types, and a 
great many weeks of tedious and concen- 
trated effort go into the designing of 
clothes before the final results are 
achieved which are seen with such pleas- 
ure by the ultimate audiences at a musi- 
cal comedy.

If he can play sound-on-film only, he 
can’t book Warner pictures, and if he 
can play sound-on-dise alone, he is shut 
out from Paramount and others.

Day of Opportunity 
Restored to Actors 


The definite abandonment of the 
Silent drama by one of the very largest 
amusement enterprises in the United 
States is announced to the public in 
terms that by no means underestimate 
the importance of the departure. Just 
what it means, however, is not likely 
to be appreciated in full until its turn- 
ing point is looked back on from the 
future as both an innovation and a 
restorative in the history of the modern 
stage. 

Possibly in such future retrospect we 
shall wonder at the enormous vogue of 
the mechanical drama appealing only to 
the eye. Assuredly the opportunities of 
that narrow field have been most elabo- 
rately and ingeniously utilized. and audi- 
ences that total every few days a number 
equal to the entire population of the 
country may indicate the place which 
the sense of sight has among the other 
senses. However, we may remember that 
the creations in which dramatic art had 
its origin magnified appeal to the ear 
and subordinated appeal to the eye. Now 
in even the mechanical drama itself, 
without detraction from merits grasped 
by the eye alone, we are to have twin 
features that will speak both to sense 
of sight and sense of hearing. 

If it is a departure in which other 
amusement enterprises will join, so that 
verbal reproductions will become the 
rule rather than a novelty introduced 
into picture reproduction, a _ turning 
back to the stage conditions ‘of some 
years ago is only a little way ahead 
Lean years these have been for the art 
that “suits the action to the word”, tho 
full years for the art—and a valuable 


art it is—that suits the action to the 
pictured narrative. Sound players of 
intelligence and former consummate 


success have walked the Rialtos of many 
cities, unemployed and little appreci- 
ated. Now their day of opportunity is 


to be restored, at least in large degree. 
For the devotees of musical art, compen. 
sated only in part by the radio field for 
the loss of other fields, a wider vogue 
can be seen. 

Thus amplified, the mechanical drama 
will become a very full and satisfying 
drama—an art in a genuine sense. It 
will essay higher and bolder flights when 
sustained by a wing power that no long- 
er holds it close to earth. It will hold 
a very clear, perfect mirror up to nature 
instead of one of dim and imperfect 
imagery.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


Outdoor Showman 
Now a Business Man 


The thing which Venetians must 
realize in order to properly appreciate 
this amusement area and the band of 
men who make it go, is that Venice has 
long since outgrown her early days of 
“tin-horn” amusements, when the con- 
cession men were engaged in no other

The casual observer 
there must have been impressed by the 
fact that the Venice amusement man 
certainly does not belong to the show- 
man clan of former days. whose mem- 
bers chewed big black cigars, talked out 
of the corners of their mouths and said 
“hoit” for “hurt”. 

The Venice amusement man is, in 
every sense of the word, a business man 
—a merchant of Venice, if you please— 
and as such he deserves the support of 


all other business men and all other 
residents of the community.—Venice 
Vanguard.

Radio Provides Third 
Of Musicians’ Income 


NEW YORK, April 13—Of a total of 
$30,000,000 spent for music during the 
last year, $11,000,000 was contributed by 
the radio broadcasting companies, ac- 
cording to a report issued here by George 
Eygels, director of the National Broad- 
casting and Concert Bureau. 

The figures include only actual per- 
formances in concert halls, opera houses 
and over the air and do not include 
what has been spent on recording devices 
The figure is $10,000,000 more than any 
previous year. One of the features to 
which attention is called is the more 
equitable division brought about by 
radio. It is shown that whereas in the 
past artists of major repute got the 
lion's share, under radio broadcasting 
minor artists are able to make a com- 
fortable living. 

Of the total amount spent by broad- 
casting companies the NBC spent $4,000,- 
000 last year, the report shows. Of 


the sum spent exclusive of broadcasting 
major symphony orchestras took $6,000,- 
000, $4,000,000 by the Metropolitan and 
Chicago operas and the balance to sum-~ 
mer concert orchestras and minor operas.

M. Mooar, of Cincinnati, rink operator, 
has this to say in a communication to 
The Billboard: “Should the association 
be formed one of the things that could 
be ironed out is the matter of publicity 
for park rinks. Most of these rinks are 
leased by the operators and receive little 
or no attention from park managers, 
who should realize that the rink is a 
drawing factor for his park and should 
be given notice in all advertising. When 
special events are promoted by the park 
publicity department, they should in- 
clude the rink in their ads. They in- 
variably call upon the rink operator to 
pay his share of the expense either by 
direct donation or by reduction of the 
price for the event, so why should not 
park assist the rink by advertising 
it? The price asked by most parks for 
the rink concession is plenty and in 
most cases the operator is required to 
build. I know of a case where an in- 
vestment of $42,000 was made and the 
rink has never received a line of pub- 
licity from the park. It seems to me 
that this is a very important matter

THE TUQUE ROUGE ARENA, Lta., 
owners of an ice and roller skating rink 
at Sunny Brae, N. B., must pay Mrs. 
Mary Jewett of Moncton, N. B., $5,117.

Park Industry Owes Much 
To Late Frederick Ingersoll 


Lloyd Jeffries, general manager of 
Lakeview Park, Battle Creek, Mich., is 
author of the following tribute to 
Frederick Ingersoll, early park promoter 
and operator and known, of course, to 
thousands in the park business. The 
tribute follows: 

There are a number of good men now 
devoting their time to improving the 
amusement park business. But for some 
reason they do not reach the amuse- 
ment seeker as did the late Frederick 
Ingersoll. 

Ingersoll, to my idea, was the tree 
from which the amusement limbs 
branched forth, as many of the leading 
park men of today came from that tree 
in one way or another 

John A. Miller, the ride builder, gives 
Ingersoil the credit by saying: “We all 
owe the success of the amusement park 
to Fred Ingersoll.” Ingersoll had his 
start in the amusement field in Pitts- 
burgh, in his father’s rifle range, near 
the Seventh Avenue Hotel, on Liberty 
street and Seventh avenue. The first 
ride he built was at Kennywood Park and 
others rapidly followed. At the close of 
the Buffalo Exposition Fred Thompson 
and Elmer (Skip) Dundee returned from 


there, where they had operated thy: “Trip 
to the Moon” with success. They leased 
old Sea Lion Park, operated by Paul 
Boyton, and built Luna Park, which 
sprung into success practically over- 
night. 

Ingersoll saw the great future for the 
amusement park and at once started 
promoting the same. The first to open 


were Luna Park, Pittsburgh, in 1905, 
with Cleveland's Luna same year, both 
built by him. Then came the Washing- 
ton Luna, Scranton and Mexico City. 
The Lunas immediately sprung into 
great favor and became meccas for 


amusement seekers. Ingersoll’s idea was 


to give the public a variety of amuse- 
ment and plenty of it, also to at all times 
look after the comfort of park patrons. 
No band, no act or amusement was too 
high priced for his free attraction as 
many will admit. When Lincoln Beachy 
was struggling along to atiract national 
attention to the airship Ingersoil ad- 
vanced the money and Beachy built one 
of the first airships in Pittsburgh's Luna 
Park. 

For the comfort of park patrons he 
always had shelter for picnic tables, gas 
or coal ranges and other equipment free 
to picnickers. He believed in plenty of 
light and all buildings were covered with 
thousands of electric lights and paint 
was never spared. At the end of each 
season the entire park would be re- 
painted and nailed up for the winter, 
ready to open early in the spring. And 
year after year new rides, new ideas and 
new amusements were added. 

Among some of the cities in which he 
operated rides or amusements were Chi- 
cago; Riverview Park, Baltimore: River- 


view Park, Indianapolis; Atlantic City: 
Coney Island, New York; Cincinnati, and 
many Others from coast to coast. And 


by his efforts the outdoor showfield at- 
tracted and drew into it men who other- 
wise would never have given it a thought, 
and by so doing was the cause of amuse- 
ment parks springing up over the entire 
country. 

Among the operating and building 
companies promoted and headed by him 
were the Ingersoll Bros.’ Company, 
U. S. Amusement Company, Netional 
Amusement Company. Belle Isle Coliseum 
Company, Krug’s Park Company and 
others, all of which represented millions 
of dollars invested in outdoor amu 
ments. And so I say, with John A. Miller, 
the oufdocr amusement field owes its 


very existence to Frederick Ingersoll.

For the return engagement of The 
Vagabond King the book mark printed 
for the previous production of the play 
was brought up to date and reissued. 
This play, with its historic connections 
—the memoirs and the published poetry 
of its fascinating hero and its enchant- 
ing music—supplied almost an “em- 
barrassment of riches” in the way of con- 
necting books, since the Cleveland Li- 
brary has an extensive circulating music 
collection which includes the worth- 
while light operas as well as all of the 
grand operas. 


When one considers that exhibits in 
connection with all these plays except- 
ing Dracula were arranged in many of 
the branch and some of the station 
libraries, some idea may be obtained of 
the scope of this co-operation and its 
effect on play-going Cleveland 

An interesting and different tieup was 
one made with the play Dracula. In 
this co-operation the library ignored en- 
tirely the sensational fiction stories on 
this theme, but instead arranged an ex- 
hibit in its famous John G. White col- 
lection of folklore and orientality. 


It was of the utmost value to this 
co-operation, both to the library and to 
the production involved, that plans were 
made well in advance. In some cases 
it is necessary for the library to see plays 
before they can be approved for co- 
operation, but this is not always neces- 
sary, and in the latter case book marks 
and exhibits can be arranged well in 
advance of the production provided the 
preliminary arrangements are made: that 
is, when the advance publicity man 
either writes prior to his arrival to ask 
for co-operation (stating whether or 
not he wishes a book mark) or else calls 
upon the publicity representative im- 
mediately upon his arrival in Cleveland.
